Stars 9 and 10 are 
distant, 10 and 11 close; arrow touches A. 5 is left of 
feather. N is not filled in UNITED, unlike Reiver 
description. Breen’s Complete Encyclopedia notes one each 
of 5 Valentine varieties, including this specific coin 

i erroneously called V.2 in his earlier Proof Encyclopedia). 
Near pristine deep mirror fields display delicate iridescent 
silver and blue bands, rose and old gold centers. A coin as 
beautiful as it is rare! Ex Anderson Dupont Sale. Part II 
(Stack’s. November 11, 1954, part of lot 1366).'' 


SEATED HALF DIMES 

5083 NGC 1838 No Drapery MS 62. Fully struck with attractive 
gray and green toning, just a few light marks that are not 
visible at arm’s length. 

5084 NGC 1850 MS 65. Virtually unmarked surfaces that are 
toned a deep blue and gray. The stars are all sharp and fully 
defined, which is quite unusual for this type and was the 
reason for the design change a decade later. PCGS has 
graded ten coins in gem condition of this date and NGC has 
graded seven. 

5085 PCGS 1859 MS 64. Outstanding luster with beautiful 
golden, violet, and blue toning on the obverse and an 
untoned reverse. Fully struck with sti-ong eye appeal for the 
grade. An overlooked one year type coin. 

5086 PCGS 1870 MS 63. Frosty and almost completely brilliant 
with a faint oil-slick iridescence on the reverse. A somewhat 
scarcer date. 

5087 PCGS 1870 MS 63. Toned-darker on the reverse, lighter on 
the obverse. 

5088 PCGS 1871 MS 63. Clean and lustrous but a bit softly 
struck. 

5089 PCGS 1872 MS 63. Deep gray and blue toning. 

5090 NGC 1872-S MS 61. Evenly toned but lacking enough luster 
to grade any higher.

The lustrous surfaces are brilliant 
and have a few widely scattered abrasions but overall are 
very pleasing. Somewhat irregularly struck with areas of 
pinpoint detailing next to features that are all but flat.

Heavily worn with a vaguely identifiable 
date. 

5131 PCGS 1917-S Type One MS 61. Tougher issue among the 


Type Ones. Toned. 

5132 PCGS 1923 MS 64. Clean and well struck with a slightly 
granular surface. 

5133 NGC 1923-S MS 65. Spotty iridescent toning with excellent 
luster and almost complete head detail. 

5134 PCGS 1924-D MS 65. Brilliant with excellent luster but 
lacking head detail. 

5135 PCGS 1927-S AU 55. A fully brilliant example of this 
rare, key date issue. Very expensive in mint state, an AU 
coin gives the collector a chance to acquire this issue at a 
tremendous savings.

All details are complete except the lower half of the date, 
but there is no difficulty reading the date.

Sharply struck in all areas except 
the center of the reverse, that area lacking full definition on 
the LL in DOLLAR and 8 of the date, as always. Strong eye 
appeal for the grade. 

5383 PCGS 1856 MS 61, Upright 5; 1861 MS 61; and an 1862 MS 
61, deep reddish color. (Total: 3 coins) 

5384 PCGS 1859 MS 62. Sharply struck with pronounced 
reddish-orange tinted luster. 

5385 ANACS 1859-S EF 45. A very scarce gold dollar whose price 
bears little relationship to its true rarity. A clean coin with 
light yellow-gold color and traces of mint luster remaining 
in the most protected areas of the design. 

5386 NGC 1862 MS 63. Very sharply struck with bright 
yellow-gold color. 

5387 ANACS 1873 Closed 3 AU 50. Reddish-orange color with 
bright, semi-prooflike fields. Sharply struck. 

5388 NGC 1884 MS 64. A glittering prooflike coin that at first 
glance seems to be a proof, but close examination shows the 
fields to have just a touch of cartwheel luster < most evident 
on the reverse). There are very few contact marks on either 
side to disturb the flash in the fields. An attractive and 
affordable high grade Type Three gold dollar. 

5389 NGC 1886 MS 63. Semi-prooflike and struck from the 
so-called "Recut 6" dies. 

5390 PCGS 1889 MS 63. Fully struck with attractive reddish 
color. 


LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

5391 PCGS 1842-D VF 30. Virtually unobtainable in higher 
grades, the 1842-D is not only a condition rarity but a very 
scarce, low mintage date as well. This coin has original 
surfaces with darker color. The fields are clean but there is 
evidence of striking weakness in the centers. 

5392 NGC 1862/1 EF 45. Sharply struck with original reddish 
color surrounding the devices. This overdate is quite rare. 


This sale contains not one but two pieces, thus giving the 
collector an unprecedented opportunity to acquire this 
elusive issue. This is a very pleasing coin with no surface 
abrasions and a sharp strike. 

5393 ANACS 1862/1 AU 50. A very rare overdate that wasn't 
discovered until 1962. Since that time perhaps 12-15 pieces 
have turned up. None have been graded in mint state and 
just a few pieces are known in AU. This piece is sharply 
struck with clean surfaces and light reddish color. Air 
important coin for the rare gold specialist. 

Good luster with numerous small 
abrasions on each side. 

5395 NGC 1878 MS 60; 1900 MS 60. deep coppery-red color; and 
a 1902 MS 60. (Total: 3 coins) 

5396 PCGS 1886 AU 55. Scarcer late date issue with only 16,000 
having been minted. Lightly abraded with just a trace of 
friction. 

5397 PCGS 1895 AU 58. Scarcer low mintage date. Fully struck 
with bright, flashy luster. 

5398 PCGS 1896 MS 60. Sharp strike. 

5399 PCGS 1898 MS 62. Fully struck, original surfaces. 

5400 PCGS 1901 MS 63. Fully struck with clean surfaces. 

5401 NGC 1902 MS 61, semi-prooflike; 1904 MS 61, 
semi-prooflike with an orange patina; and a 1905 MS 61, 
fully struck. (Total: 3 coins) 

5402 NGC 1903 MS 60; 1904 MS 60. semi-prooflike; and a 1905 
MS 60. All are sharply struck coins. (Total: 3 coins) 

5403 PCGS 1905 MS 61; 1906 MS 61; and a 1907 MS 61. The 
1905 is lighter in hue while the other two have deeper 
orange-red color. (Total: 3 coins) 

5404 PCGS 1905 MS 64. Fully struck with extraordinarily 
lustrous surfaces that are almost clean enough to call

5405 NGC 1906 MS 61. fully struck; and a 1907 MS 61. (Total: 2

5406 PCGS 1911 MS 60; 1913 MS 60; 1914-D MS 60; and a 1915 
MS 60. Uniform in condition and appearance. This would 
make a nice starter set of Indian quarter eagles. (Total: 4 
coins) 

5407 PCGS 1912 MS 61, deep reddish color; and a 1927 MS 61. 
(Total: 2 coins) 

5408 PCGS 1925-D MS 64. Extraordinarily clean surfaces that 
are one reverse abrasion away from grading MS-65. Thick 
luster and evenly toned a rich reddish-coppery color. One of 
the finest MS-64 type coins we can remember from this 
scarce and difficult series. 

5409 NGC 1925-D MS 64. A beautiful coin with bright lustrous 
surfaces that are little affected by coin to coin contact. A 
very presentable high grade type coin. 

5410 PCGS 1927 MS 64. Fully struck with pronounced pink and 
rose tinted surfaces. Sharp looking type coin. 

5411 PCGS 1927 MS 64. Scintillating luster with variegated 
color, the edges taking on a noticeably deeper hue of red. 


THREE-DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 
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5412 PCGS 1860 MS 62. A very scarce early three with a low 
mintage of only 7,036 pieces that is quite a challenge to 
locate in full mint condition. Only nine pieces have been so 
graded by PCGS of this date.

Well struck with 
attractive reddish color and a couple of minor marks on the 
reverse. 

5417 PCGS 1843-0 EF 45. Large Letters. Quite a scarce No 
Motto five from this highly collectible Southern mint. 
Apparently of equal rarity to the Small Letters variety in 
spite of a much higher mintage for the Large Letters. An 
original coin that is very sharply struck and has clean 
surfaces. 

5418 PCGS 1844-0 AU 55. Fully struck with glowing, 
semi-prooflike fields. A beautiful No Motto half eagle. 

5419 PCGS 1847-C EF 45. Well struck with only minor surface 
abrasions and faint ti’aces of luster remaining. A popular 
date because of its availability in VF and EF condition. 

5420 PCGS 1847-C AU 50. Sharply struck with deep reddish 
color in the fields and noticeable amounts of luster still 
remaining. Although one of the more common C harlotte 
issues, the 1847-C is surprisingly scarce in AU and mint 

5421 PCGS 1849-D EF 40. A rare D-mint five that is seldom seen 
any finer than the present piece. Well struck with bright 
surfaces. The coin only shows one noticeable blemish, a 
planchet flake between stars ten and eleven. 

5422 PCGS 1854 MS 60. This is a coin that is sure to be of 
interest to many bidders. No Motto half eagles are rare in 
any condition of mint state. In the entire series of No Motto 
fives from 1839 to 1866 there have only been 210 mint state 
coins certified. Only seven pieces dated 1854 have been 
graded with one other coin being a MS-60. This piece is 
sharply detailed and shows good luster with small, scattered 
marks on either side. A rare opportunity for the gold type 
collector. 

5423 PCGS 1854-C EF 45. A very scarce Charlotte half eagle that 
is rated as a high R.7 in EF with an estimated 12-13 pieces 
believed to exist. This piece is sharply struck with bright 
yellow-gold color. Weak mintmark as usual. 

5424 ANACS 1856-0 EF 45. A rare and seldom encountered New 
Orleans five with an original mintage of only 10,000 pieces. 
This coin is well struck and a clean example with only a 
couple of minor field abrasions.

5426 PCGS 1861 AU 50. Fully struck with reddish color in the 
fields and good remaining luster. 

Fully struck with thick, frosted mint 
luster. Nice coin. 

5428 PCGS 1883-S EF 45. Rich orange-gold color. Scarce date. 

5429 PCGS 1884-S AU 50. A moderately scarcer date. 

5430 PCGS 1884-S AU 55. A sharply struck example of this 
slightly better date issue. 

5431 PCGS 1884-S MS 60. Good luster and strike with numerous 
small abrasion on each side. 

5432 PCGS 1885-S MS 63. Fully struck with deep red and green 

5433 PCGS 1888-S EF 45. A surprisingly difficult date 
considering the rather large mintage. 

5434 PCGS 1891-CC AU 50. Firmly struck with a light reddish 

5435 PCGS 1893-CC AU 50. Popular final year of issue for the 
Carson City mint and a coin that is very well struck with 
deep reddish-coppery color in the fields as is often seen on 
gold coins from this mint from 1891-93. 

5436 PCGS 1893-0 AU 53. An original coin with charcoal colored 
encrustations around the edges. 

5437 PCGS 1894-0 AU 50. A very scarce and formerly overlooked 
issue, now somewhat better known after the publication of 
Akers’ books. Sharply struck with semi-prooflike fields and 
a few light abrasions. 

5438 PCGS 1894-S EF 40. A very scarce and difficult issue. Deep 
russet toning around the devices. 

5439 PCGS 1895 MS 63. Fully struck with thick reddish colored 
mint luster. 

5440 PCGS 1895-S EF 40. Similar in scarcity to the 1894-S 
above, this piece also has considerable russet color around 
the devices. 

5441 PCGS 1895-S AU 53. Bright, lustrous surfaces that are fully 
struck and show only minor marks on either side. Scarcely 
seen so fine. 

5442 PCGS 1898 MS 61. Deep reddish-gold color. 

5443 PCGS 1899-S MS 60. Good luster and minimally abraded for 
the grade. 

5444 PCGS 1900-S MS 60. A scarce date, especially in mint state. 
Fully struck. 

5445 PCGS 1901-S MS 64. Fully struck with clean features 
and superb mint luster. 

5446 Hallmark 1905-S AU 55. Looks uncirculated with only light 
friction in the fields. 

5447 PCGS 1906 MS 61. Good luster and a strong strike. 

5448 PCGS 1907-D MS 63. Sharply detailed throughout and 
clean with attractive reddish color. 

5449 PCGS 1908 MS 63. A very clean, upper-end type coin with 
attractive, subtle color. 


INDIAN HALF EAGLES 
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5450 PCGS 1910-D MS 61. A scarce five Indian from the Denver 
mint and one that is seldom seen any finer than the present 
coin. Fully struck with excellent luster, but showing the 
usual amount of bagmarks for this type in this grade. 

5451 PCGS 1911-D EF 45. A rare coin in any grade, this piece 
has light reddish color and a few stray field marks. An 
affordable example of this rare date. 

5452 PCGS 1911-D AU 50. A very scarce issue with a low 

~ mintage of onlv 72.500 pieces. Sharply struck with light red 
color within the devices. An attractive minimally circulated 
example of this rare date. 

5453 PCGS 1916-S MS 61. A scarce issue in this short and 
challenging series. Fully struck, this piece has a pronounced 
greenish color in the fields that resembles the color found on 
most 1909-D half eagles. Excellent luster. 


LIBERTY EAGLES 

5454 ANACS 1850 EF 45. A moderately scarce issue. This piece 
has light reddish color in the fields and is sharply struck 
with no distracting marks. 

5455 PCGS 1851-0 VF 25. Because of its relative availability, the 
1851-0 is a popular No Motto ten from the New Orleans 
mint. Softly impressed in certain areas with a few marks in 
obvious places. 

5456 PCGS 1851-0 EF 45. One of the more commonly 
encountered New Orleans No Motto tens. An original coin 
with a few streaks and spots of color and no signs of any 
large or objectionable field marks. 

5457 PCGS 1852 EF 40. Only moderately scarce as a date, and 
then in the AU and finer grades. An original coin with faint 
traces of luster in the protected areas. 

5458 ANACS 1855 AU 50. A scarcer P-mint No Motto ten and 
one usually not seen in AU. Lustrous and lightly marked. 

5459 PCGS 1856-0 VF 30. A very scarce issue that is seldom seen 
any finer than this coin. Numerous small abrasions and 
showing evidence of a soft strike on the reverse.

Good luster and 
attractive for the grade.

Pay no 
attention to the mintage when figuring a bid on this coin. 
Bright, flashy surfaces that have retained a significant 
amount of original mint luster. Sharply struck. 

5467 PCGS 1885-S MS 62. Like the 1884-S coins above this is 
another scarcely seen issue with a rather substantial 


original mintage of just over a quarter million pieces. Pink 

centers with deep orange color around the edges. 

5468 PCGS 1886 AU 55. A scarce date with just a touch of 
friction in the fields. 

5469 PCGS 1887-S MS 61. Sharply struck throughout. 

5470 PCGS 1888 AU 53. Sharply struck with just a bit of luster 
missing from the fields. 

5471 PCGS 1888-S MS 61. Lustrous. 

5472 PCGS 1890 AU 58. A scarce and underrated date. Almost 
complete luster remains and the surfaces show rich 
reddish-coppery color and a few small marks. 

5473 PCGS 1890-CC AU 50. A scarcer, late date CC ten. Fully 
struck with bright semi-prooflike fields still in evidence on 
each side. Nice coin. 

5474 PCGS Three 1892 MS 60. All are sharply struck and 
lustrous.

5475 PCGS 1892-CC VF 35. An original example of this common 
CC issue. Deep reddish-coppery color outlines the devices on 
both sides, but is a bit deeper on the reverse.

This particular issue may not exist in 
strictly uncirculated condition. None have been auctioned in 
recent memory and none have been graded by PCGS. This 
coin has a deep orange patina and the fields have a mild 
semi-prooflike flash. Sharply struck with a few minor 
abrasions. 

5483 PCGS 1897 MS 62. Clean for the grade. 

5484 PCGS 1897-S AU 53. A moderately scarce date. Well struck 
with scattered bits of light reddish-coppery color. 

5485 PCGS 1901 MS 63. Lustrous and well struck, an upper-end 
coin for the grade. 

5486 PCGS 1901 MS 63. Fully struck with pronounced red and 
olive patina. 

5487 PCGS 1902-S MS 60. Very sharply struck. 

5488 NGC 1902-S MS 62; 1903-S MS 62; and a 1907 Liberty MS 
62. Uniform color and strike. (Total: 3 coins) 

5489 PCGS 1906-D MS 60. Well struck.

5490 PCGS 1910 MS 60. Orange-gold color with green accents. 
Sharply struck. 

5491 PCGS 1910 MS 61. Sharp strike with a number of small 
abrasions. 
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5492 PCGS 1910-D MS 60. Bright pinkish-rose colored luster. 

5493 PCGS 1910-D MS 61. Well struck with variegated color. 

5494 PCGS 1911 MS 60. Lustrous with several darker streaks of 
color. 

5495 PCGS 1911 MS 60; 1912 MS 60. numerous small abrasions; 
and a 1932 MS 60, adequate luster for the grade. (Total: 3 
coins) 

5496 PCGS 1911 MS 63. Choice matte-like surfaces that are 
smooth and minimally abraded. Fully struck. 

5497 PCGS 1912 MS 61. Light in color with an average strike. 

5498 NGC 1913 MS 60, clean for the grade; and two 1926 MS 60, 
knocked about a bit but mint state coins. (Total: 3 coins) 

5499 PCGS 1913 MS 61. Sharply struck with fine, matte-like 
surfaces. 

5500 PCGS Two 1926 MS 60. Well struck with the normal 
allotment of abrasions for the grade. (Total: 2 coins) 

5501 PCGS 1926 MS 64. Deep rose color on the highpoints of 
the design with light green in the recesses. A very attractive 
type coin.

An affordable early New 
Orleans twenty. 

5507 PCGS 1852 VF 35. Bright yellow-gold color. The surfaces 
are marred by one long scratch in the exergual space above 
the last two digits of the date. 

5508 PCGS 1852 AU 50. Fully struck with completely defined 
hair curls. A bright coin with outstanding surfaces for the 
grade. 

5509 PCGS 1854 VF 35. numerous tiny abrasions; PCGS 1877 
VF 25, a couple of obverse field marks but some luster 
remaining; PCGS 1893 AU 55. sharply struck; NGC1913-S 
AU 58, close to mint state; and a NGC 1927 AU 58. All 
three types of Coronet twenties are represented as well as 
an early and late date Saint. (Total: 5 coins) 

5510 PCGS 1856-S VF 35. A common date among Type One 
twenties and this is an affordable grade. Lightly marked 
with deep red patina around the devices. 

5511 PCGS 1857-0 EF 40. A very scarce New Orleans twenty 
with a mintage of only 30,000 pieces. Akers compares the 
1857-0 to the 1858-0 and states it is scarcer than the 
1861-0. A bright coin with yellow-gold color, this piece is 
well detailed and shows no serious marks on either side. 

5512 PCGS 1860-0 EF 40. A rare, low mintage date with an 


original production of only 6,600 pieces. Of that number 
only a handful survive today with perhaps only one mint 
state coin in existence. To date (6/911 only one piece has 
been graded higher by PCGS and that is an EF 45. 
Admittedly others exist in AU and have not been graded, 
but this coin is still tied with several others at the lower 
range of the condition census. The surfaces are original and 
show a deep red patina around the devices with very little 
bagmarking in evidence. The first four stars are weak as is 
characteristic (if not diagnostic) for the issue. 

5513 ANACS 1860-S AU 55. A very scarce issue and one that is a 
condition rarity as well. There have only been two mint 
state coins graded of this elusive issue, placing this coin just 
within the lower end of the condition census. Semi-reflective 
fields with bright orange tinted luster and surfaces that 
show no obvious or detracting marks. 

5514 PCGS 1861 AU 50. Bright surfaces and sharply struck. 

5515 PCGS 1861 AU 50. Light orange tinted surfaces with a few 
minor marks. 

5516 PCGS 1861 MS 61. Very sharply struck with smooth, 
virtually unblemished fields. This coin looks much finer 
than its stated grade. 

5517 PCGS 1864-S VF 25. A very scarce S-mint twenty and one 
that ranks among several of the more difficult dates from 
this popular mint. Conservatively graded, this coin shows 
residual luster around the devices and no detracting marks. 

5518 PCGS 1866-S No Motto EF 40. The 1866-S No Motto is 
among the rarest of all Coronet twenties in high grade. No 
mint state examples are known and the finest coin graded 
by PCGS has been an AU 50. Akers ranks the ’66-S NM 
along with the 1870-CC and 1871-CC based on rarity in high 
grade. Abrasions are usually a problem for this issue and 
this coin shows a number of marks, but none are really 
serious. Well struck with traces of luster remaining in the 
more protected areas and a light reddish patina in the 

5519 NGC 1867 MS 61. Highly lustrous with lovely pink and 
rose color. The features are sharply struck throughout and 
this piece represents one of the few opportunities the 
collector will have to own an attractive Type Two double 

5520 PCGS 1869 EF 40. A scarce date and usually not seen any 
finer than EF. Sharply struck with bright surfaces. 

5521 PCGS 1869-S EF 40. Original orange-gold color with no 
distracting marks. 

5522 PCGS 1870-S EF 45. Bright prooflike fields that still retain 
considerable flash in spite of fifteen points of wear. 

5523 PCGS 1870-S AU 50. A scarce coin in this grade. Attractive 
orange-red color and good luster remaining in the protected 

5524 PCGS 1871 EF 40. A surprisingly difficult issue considering 
the mintage of 80,150 pieces. This is a problem-free piece 
with rich orange color and no large or objectionable marks.

A clean coin for the grade with 
good luster.

A common date CC twenty in this 
grade. A few minor field marks and a small planchet flake 
out of the field behind the head.

5531 PCGS 1876-CC AU 50. Well struck with semi-prooflike 
fields. 

5532 PCGS 1876-CC AU 50. Rich golden color with considerable 
remaining luster. 

5533 PCGS 1878 AU 55. A scarce early Type Three double eagle. 
Pink and orange colored luster. 

5534 PCGS 1883-S MS 60. Fully struck with attractive color. 

5535 PCGS 1884-S MS 60. Fully struck with attractively toned 
mint frost. 

5536 PCGS 1887-S AU 55. A slightly scarcer date with bright 
pink luster that takes a decided turn toward green at the 
edges.

5538 PCGS 1892-CC EF 40. Deep prooflike fields. 

5539 PCGS 1892-S MS 61. Sharply struck with excellent luster. 

5540 PCGS 1895 MS 63. Scarce, only 47 pieces have been so 
graded by PCGS. The reverse appears to be of gem quality. 

5541 NGC 1895-S MS 61. pleasing color; 1904 MS 61, 
uncommonly clean for the grade; and a 1913-D MS 61, good 
luster. (Total: 3 coins) 

5542 NGC 1904 MS 63. Sharply struck. 

5543 PCGS 1904 MS 64. A beautiful coin with bright yellow-gold 
centers and deeper orange around the edges. Fully struck. 

5544 PCGS 1904 MS 64. Deep orange-gold color.
